tion. The events of importance were 
few in number. The news of the day 
of most interest was the depiirture from 
Cape Verde of the Spanish lleet, the stay 
of which at St. Vincent has been a source 
of uuxioty to the otHcials here, because 
it Bcomcd to indicate the sympathy of 
Ii'ortugal for Spain and might lead her 
to wink at a violation of the neutrality 
laws in favor of Spain. I..ate in the af- 
ternoon a cablegram to tlio state de- 
partment from Capo Verde, bearing no 
signature, uuuounced that four battle- 
ships and three torpedo boutB had start- 
ed north and some of. the transports for 
Cuba iind the northerUv fleetli returneil 
shortly, having been- in collision. Be- 
,c^use there was no signature attached, 
the''Ofiicials did not know what import- 
ance to attach to this message aa these 
ure not times to accept what appears to 
be information without close scrutiny. 

Captain Samp.sun sent a telegram rela- 
tive to the tiring at the Matanzas forts 
hut it is disappointingly lacking in de- 
tail. The few words contained in the dis- 
patch went to conlirm the olllcial view- 
that the alTair was nothing more than 11 
luival reconnois.sance. 

Xo news came to-day from Admiral 
Dewey's squadron, now on its wa.v to 
the I'hilipiiiiies to do battle with the 
Spaui.sh lleet. One oflleor pointed out to- 
i.'.ay that if Admiral Dewey succeeded in 
defeating tlie Spanish lleet the Spanish 
olllcials who control the cable connect- 
ing tlie* island , with .the rest of the world 
iii .aiUiprobibility may suppress the news 
or distort the facts* into a Spanish vic- 
tory. Presuming that the Admiral is 
bound directly for MahilaVVtfie' calculu- 
tions made ut the navy: "'department 
shows he will arrive about .two o'clock 
Saturday morning, the time, which is 
about twelve hours "earlier than our 
own. 

The pressure continues unabated on 
the war dei)artment for changes in the 
plans already announced as to the mob- 
ilization of the troops, and very much 
against its will and jiidgnieut, the de- 
partment is making some concessions in 
this nnitter. 

Cieneral I.,eo and Colonel Dodge spent 
a good part of the day in conference 
with olllcials, giving color to the rejiorts 
that they are among those selected for 
appointment us major-generals. 

The iinnouncement that the State of 
Tcxaa,iludea -with Butiplfcs for the re- 
coneontrados, is destined for Saguii has 
led to the? surmise that it is probably this 
port instead of Matanzas.'wnich has been 
selected for the lauding nlnco of the lirst 
nttack of the United States troops. Re- 
garding the cable resjiecting Kiivnpean 
interference to prevent the United States 
forces from blockading the Philippines, 
it may lie stated that thi.s was fully ex- 
pected. Dnrii'g the civil war there were 
a great many attempts on the part of 
tlie lOuropeaii nations to disregard our 
blockades and threats of interference. ;il! 
of which came to naught, from the firm 
altitude assumed by the secretary ot 
state. In the present case the conditions 
of the Cuban hloekndo are much more 
iberal towards the lOuropean. powers 
than ever imposed before. In anticipa-

a remark which aroused laughter among 
the Si)nniarda. The General next in- 
formed the ho'ise that tJie American 
warships were injurwl by the lire of the 
Sl)aiiish hatteries, and asserteil that the 
iiisurgi'iits were acting in conjunction 
with the UnitvHl Stutes forces as they 
advanced in the direction of Jlatanzas 
while the bombardment was in progress, 
but "they w-ero coniiiletely routed." In 
conehisiou General Corren remarked, 
"it is a glorious day for the Spanish 
nnny." .... 

In a later despatch reghMing jiie bom- 
bardment of the forts at Matanzda Gapt. 
Gen. Blanco said: "One fuhnehwas hit 
during the bombardment. ' Ooh- A'lfabas 
with a column of tJiwps attacked a re- 
bel band under Bhincourt at Magole, 
south of MatnuKas, capturing their posi- 
tions and killing twenty men, including 
two chiefs. A quantity of arms, liorses, 
stores and the insurgent camps were 
caiitured. ii'ive mounted rebels and a 
chief surrendered." 

Jfadrid, April 29.— Xewspapers con- 
tinue their efforts to belittle the United 
States. The Imparcial says: "All the 
world now knows that America tried to 
bluff Spain by war tliroiits which she is 
unable to fulfil. America, on her Muff 
boiug called, shows a wretchedly weak 
hand. Her real strength is not exactly 
known. She has five ironclads, two 
bolted cruiserB,. three unbelted - fast, and 
most powerful cniisera, and t\velve other 
ci uisors. All ;',the rest are; theatrical

It w-as announced ' last evening- that 
the captains of the stennisbips belonging 
to the Compania Transatlaiitica will un- 
dertake to carry the Spanish mails to 
Cuba.

Xow York, April 20. — A special from 
Washington says: The board of 
strategy reciniiiiends that as soon as it 
becomes apparent tliat tlie Spanish 
llotilla docs . not intend to cross the At- 
lantic, the Canary Islands; in the At- 
lantic, and ■ 6n^';:df 'the.

A special meeting pf tlio school bonrtl 
was held last evening for Uie purpose of 
taking into consideration the report of 
the legislative committee^Ott differ- 
cucos between the lioard and tfie coun- 
cil in regard to tlio finances of the form- 
er, and the rPi>orts of Superintendent 
Eaton on tho question 'of puplj teachers. 
There %v('ro present Chas. Hayward, 
chdirmau, A. L. Belyea,. K.'-B. McMlclc- 
iuK, Dr. Lewis Hall. Mrs. jienkins, Mrs. 
Grant, ^Vni. Marchant* arid Secretary 
Williunis. , , . 

Mr. Belyoa as chairniafi of tho lopis- 
lativo ooiumittco' presented eorrespond- 
enco with the education department on 
tho subject of the cause of dispute witli 
the city council. in .a '.letter to the min- 
ister of education he had offered from 
the board, proposed' amohdmeuts to tlie 
net vto place 4irectly in the board power 
to raise whatever' sum may bo necessary 
for school purposes, and givinR it tlie 
actual charge and management of school 
(ands. The minister replied that after 
consideration the council of public in- 
struction docs not consider it advisable 
to make any changes in the act as it 
works well and smoothly .in the three 
other cities in the province. 

Jlr Belyoa said lie considered that the 
reply" o£ the Minister of Kducation en- 
tTed the matter so far ns the board was 
concornotl. Tho report was received and 
filed, and tlie committee released from 
fnrtlipr consideration ol the question. 

Superintendent Baton submitted his 
report as follows: 
To tho School noaid of 'Victoria; 

I.adlos and Gentlemen:— My report of 
February !)th last recommending certain 
chan-KOH In existing provisions relating to 
pupil teachers was referred back. to ine for 
further consideration and report. In par 
suauce of that direction I now submit a 
somewhat enlarged review of the whoU 
subject, together with a draft of such rc(,'u 
Intions under which the pupil teacher f<!at 
uro of our school system may be miilntalu 
od with probably more satisfactory result^ 
that have hitherto been realized. la the 
first place I ofTer for your consideration the 
reasons that prwient themselves respective- 
ly for and against the continuance of tho 
board's present policy In this regard. 

1. In the absence of any provincial faclU 
ties for training teachers, it Is dcslrabii 
tliat tho city of Vlctorlii sliould, as far as 
poBBlblo, furnish such training for the con- 
siderable number of young people of the 
city who are looking forward to teaching 
as a pcofeeslou. 

2. ■\Vhlle It Is propcily onongh tho settled 
policy of the Board to appoint only compet 
ent tencliors to fill vncanclcs as they occur 
on tlio permnnout stnCt; yet it Is unfair that 
cnndldatcs from the city should luiv(! iic 
chance to qualify themselves for such ap 
polntmcnts. 

.1. So long ns. tho board Is dependent e 
on outside candidates for appointment to 
vacancies,' there la a constant risk either 
that there may not be good material to 
'select from or that a wrong choice may bo 
ninde from lack of personal knowledge of 
the candidates. On tho other hand tho 
board w Ith a number of fairly trained pnj 
teachers to select from, tho merits of all 
being fully known, the risk of. making un- 
Katlsfactory appointments would be mini- 
mized. 

4. The assistance given by pupil teachers 
■ In, rthe . everyday... work r- of the bcIiooIb to 
..wnich'they are attached Is valuable and 

may be considered In some measure a quid 
•pro quo for tho advantages tboy enjoy In 
' '-.that regard. 

5. Occasional absences of teachers from 
duty are Inevitable and the city .system 
sliould have within Itself rosourccs to meet 
the requirements of substitute teaching. 
With a corps of pupil teachers nt hand 
tlds service would always be amply provld 
ed for. . 

Tiie foregoing five conBldcratlbns seem to 
nic to Involve the whole argtiment In favor 
of prorviding a measure of trnlning for pupil 
teachers in connection with the city schools. 
As against this policy the following conten- 
tion nmy In nil fairness be admitted as of 
some weight: ; • ■ ., 

1. The board is no more under obligations 
to train Victoria boys and girls for the busi- 
ness of teaching than for any othe;: profes- 
sion. 

2. That with a view to securing tho best 
tcnoUers possible the board, in. making ap- 
pointments, slioidd be governed entirely by 
tho quallllcalionH of candidate^' 'ond' are 
under no obligations to give a preference 
to city apidlcants. 

.'i. There need bo little apprehension of n 
dearth of ellglljje candidates, even if the 
home talent gels no recognition. 

4 and n. Adndtting that the services of 
pupil teachers as such, and partlculnrly as 
Kubstlt\iteH, are valuable. It would be better 
to appoint one or two fully qualified cxtni 
teachers to perform these services as Is 
done frequently In other cities. 

It Is between these two arguments that 
the board hns .to decide In determining on 
the policy to bo adopted for the future In 
regard to tho pupil teaclier feature of tlio 
cit.v school system. 

My own view Is that until a provincial 
training school Is established it Is desirable 
for thc.clty board to do 'so'methlng In that 
regard. Ucsldes It Is absolutely necessary 
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consists or lusirucLiou, uu 
practice— such' ns It Is propot 
pupil' teachers here. Tho ida 
lie followed Is Indeed general 



tlieni to do good work as substitutes, iiud to 
give them a fair ehanco':.;BUbseiluently In 
counictltlon fen- iiernianent appolntment at 
tho hands of the board. 

Such a degri'c of thoroughness and com- 
prehenslveucss can be aecompllshed, 1 am 
sure, by extending the period of pupil teach- 
er service from one term to two, Dy l)io- 
SCrlblllK (1-, dollnite course of proressloii i 
Study, -by. nn organized plan of iihser\ation 
of the work ot tho best teiicliers in the clt.\, 
and by rc(iulrlng systematic practice under 
crlllclHui tiiroughout the whole term of ser- 
vice. It mav be Instructive In this connec- 
tion to recall the fact that In Ontario, the 
only professional training that Is Impera- 
tive Is that given la tho so-called "Model 
KchooKs." A model school Is an ordinary 
public school with several grades and for 
four months In the year tlie prWiclpal de- 
votes the major portion of his line to tho 
teachers hi training. 'I'ho training given

bv eMteiidIng the time of training to one 

v'car, and bv dividing tho work of Instruc- | Hq -^v^i^ m 
"tlou, supervision and criticism among the 
cltv superintendent, tho principals of the 
public schools and the High school staa 
no very serious additions will be made to 
the labors of any one, and at the same time 
the results should be at least as good as 
can possibly be attained in Ontario in a 
four months' term. . . . , , ,^ 
If the above general plan be adopted, it 
should not be dlfOonlt to select from 
among the second (.term, pupil teachers at 
least two who would be reasonably compet- 
ent to act as substitutes. It would be suf- 
flclent to select two for this \\ax\i. 

The reniunerallon that in some way or 
other these two would receive together 
with the distinction of being so sele<'ted, on 
the score of merit alone, would constitute a 
prize, tho competition for which would un- 
doubtedly bring to the front the very best 
talent of the llrst term class. This com- 
petition should be determined In part by 
the ordinary work of tho term, and In part 
by special tests set for the purpose near Its 
close. In brief then the suggestion Is that 
only tile two host second tecni pupil teach- 
ers bo iiermllted under ordinary clrcum- 
stnnos to act as substitutes. 

As to the nunnneratlim tn lie given for 
substitute teaching, two methods are open, 
either to let the uhsenlee teacher pay the 
substitute direct, as Is now done, or to pay 
the pupil teachers selected for sulistltuto 
service a small Monthly salary, the board 
reimbursing Itself by deducting from tbe 
mouth's salary of the absentee the amount 
that would otherwise have been paid to the 
substitute direct 

During the eight months of tho curren 
vear ending Mar(-li the total iiuml 
ilavs' absence ini the part of teachers wa: 
(H).' rresuniptlvely this represents an av 
age monthly. expenditure for substitute scr 
vice of f rem $1U to %V1. The actual nvernge 
was somewhat less than this. Last year the 
absences aggregated 151 days, representing 
nn ftvorngo payment to substitutes of not 
less than $18 a month. In these' figures 
there Is furnished a basis on ^hlch to de- 
termine tho monthly salary the board 
would bo Justlfled iu paying pupil .teacher 
substitutes, if tills plan" of-rem'uneratiug 
tUom commends itself. 

Wiiether the board should not remit to 
tonchors absent temporarily on account of 
sickness any curtallmeiit of their salarie: 
In consequence Is another question. 

An u priori objection Is sometimes raised 
against the model school system that It is 
not In the Interests of the schools them 
selves to be used ns practice ground fo 
the tonchors in training. In reply, it may 
be said: 

1. It is not found In general that results 
sustain this objection. 

'i. In carrynig out tho plan under discus 
slon, the practice lessons would be distri 
butod over n large number of classes, and 
for any given class would occur infrequent- 
ly, so that the disadvantage, if any,- to the 
children would be very slight. 

'A. No class would over be left wholly 
charge of the pupil teacher giving the'l 
son. The regular teacher would be pres.- 
as also tho city superintendent or principal 
under whoso supervision and criticism the 
lesson was being taught. 

4. The regular teacher -ivould often b 
materially benelitod bv the suggestions an 
criticisms given to the pupil teacher 
this way the. genernl Interests would 
rather than lose by t»e system projiosi 

Following is a draft of such recomm 
tlons as 1 have to offer In the prei 
based on the considerations set forth In tin 
foregoing discussion. These, it adopted, 
with , such moderations as may be necos 
sary.-.may constitute tho regulations of th( 
board relating to pupil tonchors in training 
IIHGULATIONS. 

1. Thutthe pupil ^teacher feature of tl 
city school. systeniiln'-order (n) to supplv i..

A small Spanish sloop has' been cap 
tared by the United States gunbont 
Newport off Cardenas yesterday and 
brouglit to Key 'West. 

The London Times devotes cohsider- 
nble space to combatting the statenient 
that public opinion is veering towards 
Spiiiii. It says: "Our syniiialhios on 
the main question are with tlie United 
States, as they 'iarci held to be in the 
right, but on the.^mattpr of form we are 
not so clear or unanimous." 

A special dispatch, from Madrid receiv- 
ed at London ' saj-s^ that the Spanish 
government is upon the point of expel- 
ling all citizens of the United States 
from Spain. 

The republic of JIayti is expected to 
maintain struct neutrality, and it is said 
that reports of exceptional privileges 
given to the United States warships in 
Ilr.ytion waters are erroneous. 

The Argentine republic in publisliing .a 
decree of neutrnlity will probably re- 
servo absolute liberty of action iu re- 
gard to coal.

A description of the waters to whicli 
the company's operations will extend will 
1)0 both timely and interesting.

Qiiesnellemouth, OS as it ought to bft 
•called for the sake of brovity, Quesnollo, 
is 1220 miles from Aslieroft on the. Can- 
adian racilie and lilU miles from the 
liead .of the Kate Inlet on thu.Coast. It 



is almost duo west of Barkerville. It 
is at the junction of the Quesiielle with 
th(! Fraser. From tliis point to the 
mouth of the \echace the distance is 
70 miles by way of the Fraser. It is 
said that the expenditure of a few thous- 
and dollars will iiiak(> steamboat iiavi^'a- 
tion possible between these points. Tiie 
Nechaco is a consederablo river flowing 
east:; from Fraser lake..

Kastcru eggs 
are now sold plentifully at 17 aud IS 
cents. , Manitoba scheesc .has advanced 
and is now, selling at 12 lihd 12^! cents. 
Cured meats are firm with an tipward teii- 
(leucy and hird has made .an advance 
of one cent— tins to 11 cents and tubs 
to 10 cents. 

The most remarkable feature in the 
market, however, is the drop in potatoes. 
Though .'Vshcrofts are still (juoted at 
IJlD.rjO, the ordinary article, grown large- 
l.v by Chinese, has falli'U from -I!!.'! and 
St.") to SS and if12. At this time of year 
potatoes are generally increasing iu 
value and wholesalers cannot account for 
tlie Kuddeu fall iu price. The theory ad- 
voneed is that the Chinamen have been 
holding for better prices aud as there is 
a sort of freeuuisoiiry amongst, them a 
number of these Mongolian potato, rais- 
ers decided to stand hy each otlier iu 
niaintiiiuing prices.

' • WHAT JUDGE IKVINiG s'Alh. 

To the Editor:— With rofereiico to 
your editorial note this morning as to 
lion. Mr. .Tustice Irviug's remarks to tlie 
prisoner in the Connors murder case at 
Nelson recently, I have watchcxl wiUi 
much interest the many meaiiiugs that 
have been given to the learned .fudge's 
rennirks by various newspapers as far 
back as ^lontreal, and all these remarks 
are. founded upon a misreport in th 
first place, or rather a misconeeption of 
the intent of the Judge's words, which 
to persons at the .trial, would appear to 
he this: The' criinc bad been brought 
fairly and squarely boino to the prisoner; 
that crime was a fearfiil one, and, hav- 
ing been proved, its punishment was 
bound to be the most fearful one ,tliat 
the law could impost?, so that no sever- 
ity of manner or word on the part of the 
judge could add in any way to the meas- 
ure of puniulimeut to make it properly 
lit the crime. In addition to this, the 
prisoner was a. young man, practically 
commencing life, and no doubt it was 
iu the .fudge's mind at the time that in 
view of the awful punishment to be iu- 
llicted, the prisoner's own thotiglits over 
his prematu.-e ending would be hitter 
enough witlout any further bitterness 
being added iu the shape of a lecture to 
a man already as good aS dead. , 

I think the following, , from ^e official 
short hand notes of the case, will bcdi: 
out this understiinding; and t am send- 
ing you - tliis transcript without the 
Judge's knowledge: 

The Court— Have you anything to say, 
prisoner, why sentence shoiilil not be piiss- 
ed upcin yon, according to law? 

I'rlsdncr — 'fhero Is the charge, aiul there's 
a debt that's got to be paid, I suppoao. 
'I'he law Is a pretty hard thing to byck 
against, and circunistantlnl evidence , ot 
that kind. 

The f.'onrt— Prisoner, I am afraid tlicn^ Is 
no clrcnnislantliil evidence lior<'. That niiia 
dill not placi- Ills lunul apoa his hip; that 
man had no gradRi' against von, that mftn 
wiiidd not have said "shoot away" 'If he 
had pat Ills hand upon Ids lil|) pocket, or If 
there liad been nnv iiuarrel between von. 
1 nm perfectly satisfied that the decfsloa 
arrived at by the Jury In this case Is rigltt. 
Yon were unfortunate In having that 
Weapon In your blankets; you were wtill 
niiire inifortumite In taking It down- Btfi'Irs. 
I'risuner— Yes, sir; that's, right.. ' 
The Court— It has been done, and what I 
can do now Is to spare you all I can: j'ou 
have- cominltted a fearful •.■rliiie, and voiir 
sentence ninst be eiiaally fciirtal. The 'sen- 
tence of the Court is that yoa will be taken 
from here to the |)lac(! whence you cahie, 
from there lo be tHk<-n and hanged bv the 
neck on the 2-'iid day of April next, "antil

This is a motion by the dcfoiidiilits to 
sot osjtlo the writ of summons and ser- 
vice, luul to dis.solvo injunction on the 
grounds that this court lia.s no jurisdic- 
tion in replevin uguinst a ship, nor in 
matters relating to the ' possession of 
sliips. 

Tlio point on which ^r, Hunter holies 
or the defendants may" silortiy be'stimr 
mod up thus:— . ■ 

Axi aetlon .pf ripleviii is, an action In 
rem, rind when "an action in rem is, ap- 
plied to a ship, then the only court that 
can deal -with the vessel is tlte Kxche- 
quer court of Ciinada, the Admiralty 
branch of which is rested in th6 local 
judge in Admiralty of the Exchequer 
court. 

The facts as far as necessary to be 
considered are that the phiintifC js the 
holder of an unexpired eiiarter of tlu^ 
S.S.'Czar, entered into between the reg- 
istered owner of the vessel and the plain- 
tiff. On the ITtli of Febrimry, ISOS, the 
defendants purcliusod the vessel, and 
Spriitt, tlio vendor, claimed to malie do- 
livery of the vessel to the defendants, 
although the plaintiff's crew -was tlien on 
board. The. result, was that the plain- 
tiff replevied 'the vessel, but the proceed- 
ings were set aside on technical grounds. 
The plaintiff then issued a -writ against 
the dofondants, indorsed as follows; "In 
replevin for goods wrongfully taken nnd 
detained, for return of tlio ship Czar, for 
damages for taking and detaining tlu> 
same, and for an injunction to restrain 
the defendants from removing tlie ship 
from Victoria, or interfering with the 
same, and on tlie Htli day of April, 1S08, 
the plaintiff obtained an interim injunc- 
tion to restrain the defendants from in- 
terfering with the vessel." No state- 
ment of claim has been delivered, and 
the plaintiff now abandons so niucli of 
the claim on his writ as relates to a 
r.oplevin of . the. vessel and for ret\irn of 
the ship, and'.rests his case on the right 
of this' court to grant an injunction re- 
straining the defendants from interfer- 
ing witli the use of the vessel by the 
plaintiff under his charter. ■ 

By the B. X. A. act navigation nnd 
shipping are solely within tlie powers of 
the Dominion. By the Colonial Courts of 
Admiralty act. ISOO. section 2, every 
court of law in a British possesS'ion, 
which by tlie act is declared a court of 
admiralty, with the jurisdiction in the 
act mentioned, and may, for the pur- 
pos of that jurisdiction "exercise all the 
powers over the like iilaces, ])er.sons, 
matters and things as the adiniraltv jur- 
isdiction of the Iligli court of England, 
whether existing by virtue of anv statute 
or otherwise. The British po"sses:,i('ns 
ill this connection undoubtedly means 
the Dominion of Canada, and" not the 
separate province. 

By the Admiralty act, 1S91 tlu> Exclio- 
qner court of Canada is declared to bo 
within .Canada, the Colonial Court of Ad- 
miralty, therefore, the Supremo court of 
British Columbitt has not now, and in 
fact never had. any inherent Admiralty 
jurisdiction. The jurisdiction which it 
o-yorciscd before the net of 1890 was con- 
ferred, not on the court, but on a <udge 
of the court by the Imperial act, Vic. 
Cap. L4— as a Vice-Admiralty court, with 
special jurisdiction, and limited powers. 
It IS tlieroforo necessary to ascertain 
what jurisdiction the High court of Ad- 
miralty has, in order to see if the irijtinc- 
tion granted was an intorfercnpo with tlie 
powers of the 10xche<]uer court o- not 
the earlier jurisdiction of Adiniraltv in 
I'-ngland included torts on the high "seas 
—suits for salvage, suits for possession, 
cases of hypothecation and so." men's 
wages. This jurisdiction was ext<']ided 
liy acts passed in 1S40, IS.54. and iStil 
and when the Court of Admiralty has 
jurisdiction over the subject matter orig- 
mally, it has also jurisdiction over all 
consequential questions. See The Case 
of tlie Admiralty, 13 Rep. 53. Tl.o jur- 
isdiction is now exercised over the fol- 
lowing subjects in addition to lliose 
above referred to: Damage.: J:o ship or 
cargo, necossarieS'r-bottomiT bonds- 
claims of mortgagees— pilotage and tow- 
ago— piracy, etc. •

THE ItOAl) TO YUKON. 

To the Editor: — The resolutions re- 
cently pass,';?,! in the Coast cities by tlie 
several boards of trade anil meetings of 
citizens strengthen the hands of the gov- 
ernment in their policy regarding the 
proposed railway to the north. The im- 
portance of tlie imiiiodiate ((iiistruction 
of the initial portion of the line cannot 
bo too widcly.vltnpwn, and its urgent ne- 
cessity too jvdl' understood, I will, with 
your permisslbnV try to show from direct 
information recenuy acquired, \ whence 
that • urgency arises, or at lonsl some 
good reasons for urgency. 

The conditions of life on tlie Yukon 
for the working miner are necessarily 
bard, but they are made much more ilil- 
ficvUt than they need to be by isolation 
and' by the methods adopted by Ihe two 
companies carrying on the business of 
transport and supply. Tlu' proposed 
railway wilt provide a remedy for both 
of these <lilllc'iilties. A cin-respondent 
writing from Dawson las^t November in- 
formed me: "Flour is now .f.lo per 
sack, has bivn l?"."), candles 7") ceiits ea.cli, 
have been .fl each." This extravagant 
scale of prices was (piite anticipated and 
contrived by the companies for their own 
advantage. It was afterwards proved 
that there was not, and never had been 
any shortage, and if there had been, the 
companies had no right to take advan- 
tage of it, as it would have been a con- 
sequence of their own default. But it 
may, bo said. "But there were liigli 
wages to conuierbniance high jirices." In 
the case of a miner working his own 
claim the higli wages were of no advan- 
tage, and tlie high iirices a positive detri- 
ment. Let UL< see how Ihe case stood in 
regard to the men working for wages. 
The coini>anies own many claims. These 
they work liy hired labor, paying $1,5 per 
day. A laborer tlius would have to 
work three and a (piarter ilavs to earn 
the price of a sack of Hour." Now let 
us see how much that sack of flour cost 
tlie company. Its price iu Seattle we 
will call .?;•» bbl., freight to Dawson at 
tie. per lb., if.'!, other charges 7uc., alto- 
gether the sack of flour costs in Da*- 
son to the importing compony five dol- 
lars, and this is what the laborer re- 
ceives for his throe and a quarter dava' 
wages at U>> per day. It is to remedy 
this condition of affairs that the railway 
is needed. Miners are not machines, 
the cnduran:'e of even the liardiest has 
its limits. They cannot pack in a sup- 
ply of goods, work all the season and 
then tramp out and fetch in another siqi- 
pl.v. A single trip in, with a ton of 
gjiods, takes years out of a man's life. 
The need of a railway is urgent. Three 
or four times as many men will winter 
there this coming season as last. Some 
will have goods eiiougli, but some will 
not, and the Dawson companies cannot 
be deiieuded on, ami, even if they could, 
the, tendency of mining enterprise ap- 
pears to lie eastward at present, and 
deixits higlier up the river are needed, 
as you suggest(Hl in a former article on 
this subject. Jly correspondent! already 
quoted, states "Stewart rtver Is where 
they are looking for the next big strike 
It IS an expensive river to prospect. 
I hough only 70 miles from Pawson you 
have to ascend the stream for 200 miles 
before you get to the creeks that oarrv 
gold. You really need two years outfi't 
to go iu with." 

But larger outfits will no longer b 
necessary whe.'i adequate means of foi 
warding supplies are provided, and de- 
pots established at convenient intervals. 
Then nnd not till then will the real de- 
velopment of the Yukon commence, and 
British Columbia ;uid the Dominion at 
large, obtain their share of the wealth 
of that rich country. I count the gov- 
ernment fortunate in Iiaviiig this duty 
llirust upon tliein, and doubly fortfinat"( 
in the spontaneous and signilicent recog- 
nition of their integrity and capacity 
wbieh the redoluUon of the people, tliat 
they should tajte in hand tlie work that 
lies before them, bear witness to . It 
now remains for all classes of the com- 
munity, without exception, to give a 
hearty siqiport to carry out the good 
work, so that it may be got Under way 
at tbe earliest pos.sible monio'lt. If due 
expedition is used It niav vet be possi- 
ble to forward supplies before next win- 
ter, and so help to break down the Daw- 
•son monopoly which, throughout last 
winter, e.vact.'d from tlie struggling 
inmer, a iir.jfit of one Ihousand eiglit 
hundred dollars per ton on Hour. 1 am 
afraid 1 have taken up too much of 
your spaco, hut (he subject has so much 
interest for me tliat I have been tempted 
into prolixity.
